SALES DIVISION, IN WASHINGTON, D.eC. IT IS PRODUCED IN 
COILS OF FIVE HUNDRED AND THREE THOUSAND STAMPS AND 


BEARS THE ''ORDS "BULK RATE" AS PART OF THE DESIGN, 


THE 7.9=CENT STAMP IS PART OF THE NEW AMERICANA SERIES 
OF REGULAR POSTAGE STAMPS. THE CENTRAL FEATURE OF THE 
DESIGN BY BERNARD GLASSMAN IS A DRUM UPON \WHICH AN

WILLIAM CHRISTIAN tiAS THE SON OF MANXMAN ISRAEL CHRISTIAN 


AND HIS WIFE ELIZACETH STARK, WHO EMIGRATED TO VIRGINIA

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IN 1740. THEY SETTLED IN STAUNTON, AUGUSTA COUNTY WHERE 
THEY OPENED A GENERAL STORE AND HE BECAME A REPRESETATIVE 

IN THE THEN GOVERNING BODY, THE VIRGINIA HOUSE OF BURGESSES, 
ACCORDING TO AUGUSTA COUNTY RECORDS CHRISTIAN WAS THE 


FOUNDER OF THE TONS OF FIIICASTLE AND CHRISTIANBURG, 


NILLIAM CHRISTIAN WAS BORN IN 1743 AND HAD RISEN TO THE 
RANK OF CAPTAIN IN COL. WILLIAM BYRD'S REGIMENT BY THE TINE 
HE WAS TYENTY. FOUR YEARS LATER AS A STUDENT HE ENTERED 
THE LAV OFFICE OF AMERICAM PATRIOT PATRICK HENRY. HAD 

HE PAID AS MUCH ATTENTION TO HIS STUDIES AS HE DID TO 
PATRICK HEHRY'S FAVORITE SISTER HE MIGHT HAVE HAD A 
SUCCESSFUL LEGAL CARE™R. INSTEAD, THE TWO WERE NARRIED 

AND YOUNG CHRISTIAN ‘JAS ELECTED TO THE LOWER HOUSE OF 

THE VIRGINIA LEGISLATURE. HE WENT ON TO SERVE IN THE 


UPPER HOUSE FROM 1776 TO 1783. 


IN 1775 HE WAS A MENCER OF THE COMMITTEE OF TWELVE WHICH 
WAS APPOINTED TO PROVIDE PLANS FOR THE EXECUTION OF 
PATRICK HEHRY'S FAMOUS RESOLUTIONS, OTHER MEMBERS OF THE 


COMMITTEE WERE GEORGE WASHINGTON AND THOMAS JEFFERSON, 


CHRISTIAN COMMANDED A REGIMENT OF FINCASTLE MILITIA ANDO 
WAS APPOINTED LT. COL. OF THE FIRST VIRGINIA REGIMENT 


COMMANDED BY PATRICK HENRY. 


WHEN THE FIRST VIRGINIA WAS INTEGRATED INTO THE CONTINENTAL 


ARMY HENRY WAS OFFERED THE COMMISSION OF COLONEL, BUT DID 
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NARR: NOT ACCEPT, \IHEREUPON CHRISTIAN WAS ELECTED GY THE CONGRESS 
CCONT 'D) 
INSTEAD. 
CHRISTIAN RESIGNED HIS COMMISSION IN 1776 AND ACCEPTED A 
COMMISSION AS COLONEL OF MILITIA FROM THE VIRGINIA COUNCIL 
OF DEFENSE, HE LED A CAMPAIGN AGAINST THE MARAUDING 
CHEROKEE INDIANS \WHICH LASTED ABOUT THREE MONTHS AND 


ENDED IN A TRUCE '\!ITHOUT THE LOSS OF A SINGLE LIFE, 


IN 1785, HE MOVED TO BEAR GRASS GREEK IN KENTUCKY, NEAR 
LOUISVILLE. ON APRIL 9, 1786, HE WAS KILLED NEAR THE 
PRESENT SITE OF JEFFERSONVILLE, INDIANA, WHILE LEADING 


A PERSUIT PARTY AGAINST THE WABASH INDIANS. 


CHRISTIAN COUNTY, KENTUCKY, IS NAMED IN HIS HONOR, THE 
STAMPS TO BE ISSUED BY THE ISLE OF MAN POSTAL AUTHORITIES 
WILL BE IN 4 VALUES. THE 5 1/2=PEI!ICE VALUE DEPICTS HIM 
LISTENING TO HIS BROTHER-IN-LAW! ADDRESSING THE VIRGINIA 
ASSEIIBLY PRESUMABLY IN HIS FAMOUS "GIVE ME LIBERTY OR 
GIVE ME DEATH" SPEECH. THE SEVEN-PENCE STAMP SHOt'S

FIGHTER IS SHOWN ON THE 20 PENCE. A MINIATURE SHEET
